his article before John Paul’s visit to St. 
Louis las't week was coincidental. But 
the timing is appropriate, he sai^ given 
the pope’s “shrewd and deceptive” 
arguments promoting Sunday Sabbath- 
keeping in countries worldwide in 
preparation for the Jubilee Vear 2000. 

The pope has often said he envisions 
the -new millennium as a time of 
renewed Christian commitment and 
unity. In “Dies Domini” (“Day of the 
Lord"), released in July, John Paul 
called on ilie world’s 1 biUion Catholics 
to set aside one day a week “to rest and 
■telebrare" andto “l 06 in»rew'iipdn ihe 
wonders of natimj."

icalJy different. Especially with 

people he doesn’t know well. 

“People know more about the 
deceased than I do and arc offend- 
ed when I offer the assumption 
ihot I. know about his life,” 
Vedder said. “Don’t phony it up, 
don’t pretend there’s more than 
you know.” ' 

Which is why he generally will 
not speok about someone he 
doesn't know, but will conduct a 
generic service which he believes 
provides comfort. 

“What God has called me to do 
is share the gospel,” Vedder said. 
“I can’t do that. with somebody 
who’s already dead; what 1 am 
able ,to do is minister to the sur- 
vivors." . 

Speaking about a person’s life, 
or eulogizing that person, isn't 
necessary to the service, Vedder 
. contends. 

But Metzger said he gets as per- 
-sonal-as-he-can, -while remaining 
honest. He also explained tliat he 
doesn't view the funerals he offici- 
ates at as places to reemit new 
church members. 

"There's a neutrality issue and 
adaptability,” he said. ‘‘I’m there 
to bring a spirit of calmness and 
compassion. I feel that’s part of 
the colling of the niini.stry. It calls 


upon the spirit to help those who 
ore hurting. For people who don't 
hove a support system, it helps." 

To conduct a celebration of the 
life of the deceased, Metzger said 
he has to craft each person's set.- 
vice individually. And both pas- 
tors say it doesn’t matter whether 
or not the person was on active 
members of their diurches. 

lyilnistering to the living 

"That’s 0 moot point,” Vedder 
said. “The message that I give, I 
don’t expect the person in the’ens- 
ket to hear it. Pm not going to talk 
about the person who is in the cas- 
ket; Fm going to talk about their 
God. I’m not going to tell a lie; 
there arc easy ways to not give 
offense to anyone. And when it’s 
over, I ask my.sclf, .'Have I been 
honest?' ” 

When there is no one to give 
guidance. Iwth ministers say they 
work with t he fu n eral ho me. 

“Sometimes wJieri there’s no 
family, no friends, the funeral 
guys can help me out,’’ Metzger 
said. 

"Having no family or friends 
doe.sn’t happen very often,” said 
John Head, general manager at 
Reynolds Funeral Chapel. “When 
it does and we may be the only 


ones at- the cemetery, we make 
sure a few words arc said and they 
are given honor before the person 
is buried.” 

But in sucfi cn.scs, nothing is set 
in stone.
